COMPLETE SPECIFICATION. 

Improvements in Oolf Clubs. 

, I, Rokrrt AxnF.nsov of 67 Princes Street, Edinburgh, North Britain, Fishing 
Tackle .Manufacturer, do hereby declare the nature of this invention and in wha°t 
manner the $amr is to he performed, to he particularly described and ascertained 
in and by tin: following statement : — " 

This invention which relates to improvements . in golf clubs has reference more 5 
particularly to those clubs which an; made of wood, celluloid or like material and 
has more particularly tor its object to prevent heeling of the ball and thereby to 
drive longer and straighter balls than by the present shape of wood clubs ; and 
other advantages are obtained by rny improvement.-;. 

Figure 1 of the accompanying drawings is a aide view of the striking face of the :o 
club aod Figure 2 is a plan of the same. 

Figures 3, 4 and 5 are view* of modifications. 

As shown in Figures I and 2 1 sot rid of the present rounded heel by rnakino* 
that part a continuation of the striking surface as <hown at A ; I am thus enabled 
to shorten the head whilst "at. the same time obtaining as long a striking surface as 15 
with the present club. The striking surface is thus brought nearer to the line 
of the shaft B, the lead C being correspondingly placed nearer the line of 
the shaft. 

By this arrangement, the part of the club where there used to be * rounded heel 
and which was a nart liable to be struck and the ball thereby caused to be glanced 20 
off the club and thus be badly driven, is now made a part of the Bat striking surface 
from which the ball is driven as strong and as true as from the middle or other 
part of the striking surface. 

Also by my invention of shortening the bead, and bringing the lead nearer to the 
line of the shaft, the leverage from a badly struck ball, which tended to divert the 25 
proper positiou of the club when striking the ball, is reduced or is overcome, that 
is to say for example when a ball is struck by the toe or heel end of the club. 

The face of the head may be in a line with the side of the shaft or as shown in 
the drawing Figure 2 it may project a sufficient extent to increase the strength 
of the neck and to improve the balance of the club by tending to equalize the weight 30 
of the head at either side of the neck ; this construction further reduces the 
tendency of the club to turn or twist when striking the ball. 

With regard to the modified form of bead as shown in Figures 3 and 4, I attach 
the head to the shaft without a neck, the hole for the shaft being bored through the 
bead in such a position that the striking surface is behind as well as in front of the 35 
shaft, whereby I obtain a well balanced bead by equalizing the leverage before 
and behind the lioe of the shaft. 

I do not limit myself to the precise formations as shewn in the drawings, for 
example Fig. 5 shews a modification in the position of the shaft relatively with the 
head by which there is a striking surface at the side of or a little behind the line 40 
of the shale . 

Having now particularly described and ascertained the nature of my said inven- 
tion and in what manner the same is to be performed, I declare that what 1 
claim is : — 

The improvements in wood golf clubs, or golf clubs of like material, substantially 4 • 
as and for the purposes hereinbefore described and shewn in the accompanying 
drawings.
